Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The DVD Jesus'Son contains a feature previously examined and classified as a 
VHS/PAL video recording by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The video 
recording was submitted twice, once for exhibition at the New Zealand Film Festival 
2000 and once for general release. 

The video recording of the feature Jesus'Son was first classified as "Objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years and the publication is used for the purpose of screening at the New 
Zealand Film Festival 2000", with the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive 
language, drug use and sex scenes". This decision was registered on 29 June 2000. 
The second video recording of the feature was classified as "Objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years", with the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive language, drug use 
and sex scenes ". This decision was registered on 12 January 2001. 

The DVD Jesus 'Son contains additional material comprising three trailers for other 
features. This additional material does not require a higher classification than the 
feature. The previous classifications of the feature Jesus'Son as "Objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years" is therefore appropriate, with the same descriptive note. 
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
